OATICOOK, Sept. §.—William 
( Travers Jerome “was acquitted 

tonight of the charge of having 
gambled on Thursday last on the sta- 
tion property of the Grand Trunk 
railway here while waiting for the 
immigration authorities to pass on 
the case of Harry K. Thaw. In dis- 
charging him the court apologized 
for the humiliation to which he had 
veen subjected. 

The hearing before Magistrate 
Henry Mulvena, of Sherbrooke, lasted 
less than an hour. It began at 7.20 
o'clock and ended at 8,30, when the 
judge said, “Sir, you are honorably 
discharged.” 

An attempt to hold an afternoon 
session failed because the magistrate 
felt he had no authority to take pre- 
cedence over James McKee, the jus- 
tice of the peace who signed the ‘war- 
rant for Mr. Jerome's arrest, To- 
night, however, the magistrate said 
he was convinced of his authority to 
act, and the hearing moved with dis- 
patch, 

Lawyer Interrupted 

J. Beaulne, a Coaticook lawyer, 
who said he variously represented 
justice, the people and the criminal 
code, interreupted the aftevynoon ses- 
sion, but when he endeavored to re- 
new similar tactics this evening he 
was ruled out of court. 

When acquitted Mr. Jerome thank- 
ey the-court, spoke flatteringly of his 
reception in Canada, and added that 
he did mot attribute his arrest and 
brief imprisonment last week to the 
thinking people of the Dominion. 

Court Room Congested 

Townspeople packed the court 
room like sardines when the hearing 
was opened tonight. Every bench 
wags taken, every inch of standing 
room Was occupied, and the bold ones 
among the auditors advanced to 4 
ragged semi-circle about the counsel 
table and perched at the sides of the 
dias upon which the magistrate sat. 
Jerome looked straight at the court 
and did not once glance at the throng 
which, in looks, grimaces and sub- 
dued remarks, was plainly hostile. 

Mr. Achison, joint crown prosecu- 
tor, opened the case with the reading 
of the complaint of Milford Aldrich, 
a mill hand, who swore that he had 
seen the defendant playing at cards 
for money at the railway station. 
Statutes were quoted to show that 
this was an indictable offence, pun- 
ishable with ayear’s imprisonment.

Samuel Jacobs, of Montreal, who

Heaviest Wheat Yield Reported 
so Par ig Sixty-three Bushels 
Per Acre

TTAWA, Sept. 8.—"The best crop 
O I have ever seen in the west,” 
is the opinion of W. L. Scott, 
superintendent of immigration, who 
has just returned from an extensive 
trip of the western provinces. 

Mr. Scott’s opinion is derived frou 
his own personal observation from 
agents and elevator men, “Some say 
that it is the best ail round crop the) 
have ever had,” said Mr. Scott, “while 
old-timers express the opinion that it 
is the ‘best since 1887.” 

Mr. Scott is of the opinion that both 
farmers and merchants Will be much 
‘benefitted by this year’s crop. Mor- 
chants will be able to collect all back 
debts. In fact, Mr. Scott anticipates 
that collections will be particularly 
good all over the west. 

Big Crops at Portage 

Portage La Prairie, Sept. 8.—Wm. 
Fulton, a well known farmer of Port- 
age, who for years, has made a close 
study of the Portage crops and for 
20 years has reported the yield to the 
department at Ottawa, has, after a 
close examination of the existing con- 
ditions, forwarded his report for this 
year, which said that the wheat yield 
for the municipality of Portage La 
Prairie would average 22 bushels to 
the acre, and of this 75 per cent wil! 
grade 1 Northern. Under the present 
climate conditions Mr, Fulton does 
not think any will go below 2 North- 
ern, and said it was one of the best 
years this city ever had. 

A Heavy Yield. 

Wm. Dugdale, a farmer of the High 
Bluft district, said today that out of 
a fleld of one hundred acres of Mar- 
quis wheat, he threshed 5,300 bushi, 
a yield of sixty-three bushels to the 
acre, This so far is the heaviest yield 
reported this fall, 

Wheat Marketed at Castor 

Castor, Sept. 8.—The first load of 
wheat for the season of 1913 was 
marketed today by C. Cc. Kanes, who 
resides a few miles north of the town. 
The wheat which was purchased by 
the Alberta-Pacitic Elevator company 
and graded No. 2, was bought at 
sixty-six cents per bushel. Harvest~- 
ing operations are in full swing and 
by the end of the week threshing will 
be pretty general. There have been 
slight frosts during the last few night? 
but not of @ very severe or general 
nature.

ANCOUVER, Sept. 8.—All trains 
V: held up on the main line of the 

c. Pp. R. by slides are now on 
ther Way east and west. The line 
was finally cleared at 11 o'clock this 
morning and all trains are now mov- 
ing toward their destinations. Yester- 
day the population of Field, the town 
nearest the slide, which occurred be- 
tween Palliser and Glenogle, 256 miles 
west of Field, was increased by the 
nddition of 2000 passengers, who were 
held up by the delay, 

Beaver Dam Burst. 

The slide, which was 300 feet wide, 
ana 80 feet deep, was caused by the 
bursting of an old beaver darh high 
up in the mountains. District Super- 
intendent MoKay, at Revelstoke, says 
that the dam burst under the pres- 
sure of heavy rainstorms last week. 
The stream down which the imprison- 
ed waters rushed is ordinarily so 
small that a man could step across it. 
The slide carried the track away com- 
pletely, and it went clear across the 
Kicking Horse River, dadmming that 
stream and endangering the track 
above the slide. The river was com- 
pletely blocked up, and it was found 
necessary to blast a new channel for 
the stream, to release the pent-up wa- 
ters which threatened to cause a 
wash-out further cast. The C. P, Rh. 
had two steam shovels on the joy, and 
a hundred men toiled almost without 
stopping. Huge trees were brought 
down with the slide, and boulders 
nearly as big as a box car made the 
job of clearing the track a dificult 
one. Some of the trees that came 
down bore the marks ef the little ani- 
mals’ teeth, and the supports of the 
dam erected by the beavers were 
plainly marked as such by the bleach- 
ing of their upper ends and the lower 
points coated with mud and slime,
